Boise, Ida., June 18. — Counsel for 


the state in the Haywood trial held a 
long conference as to the concluding 
moves In their case, and chiefly rela- 
tive to the course to be pursued by 
them toward Steve Adams. The de- 
cision as to Adams was not final, but 
it was tentatively agreed to call him 
as a witness for the state, but to 
leave him for the defense if it sees 
fit to make him a witness. Adams 
elands by the repudiation .of the con- 
fession which it is claimed he made to 
Detective McParland, and there his 
connection with the case, other than 
In the use of his name, rests for the 
present. Harry Orchard will be called 
and placed in the hands of the defense 
In order that a series of formal im- 
peachment questions may be present- 
ed, and then the prosecution will take 
him over for his re-direct examination. 
Despite his long stay on the stand, 
there were several points relative to 
the Steunenberg murder and alleged 
conspiracy behind it that were not de- 
veloped, and these the state will bring 
out. 
The prosecution also wants to 


clear up several matters dealt in by 
the defense when Orchard was under 
cross-examination. Orchard will be 
succeeded on the stand by James Kir- 
wan, acting secretary of the Western 
Federation of Miners. Objection was 
made to the manner'in which Kirwan 
was served with subpoenas, but coun- 
sel for the defense waived the matter 
and stipulated that they would have 
him in attendance whenever desired. 


The principal counsel for the de- 


fense were in consultation -with Hay- 
wood, succeeding an extended meeting 
at their office. 
They have not yet 


given any further indication of their 
general plan of defense beyond gener- 
ally expressing confidence in their 
ability to riddle the Orchard story.

Washington, Jtme 18.—In a written 


statement summing up the testimony 
taken by the senate committee on mil- 
itary affairs in the Brownsville in- 
quiry, Senator Foraker declares that 
it fails to show any soldier took pait 
in the affray. 
The statement, which 


the senator says he makes as a "plain 
duty to the trath as well as to the 
accused soldiers," and because he is 
"rnoie familiar with 
the 
testimony 


than anybody else," is an answer to a 
published statement that the 
testi- 


mony conclusively showed the sol- 
diers of the Twenty-fifth battalion did 
the shooting. 


Mr. Foraker says: 
The testimony gi\en by the soldiers 


in their own behalf is not, in my opin- 
ion, 
shaken by the testimony piven by 


the citizens of Brownsville. That testi- 
mony, in the first place, is but a repeti- 
tion of what was first taken by thp 
citizens' committee and afterwards more 
elaborately retaken by Mr Purdy. No 
important item of new evidence has been 
brought forward against the soldiers In 
this examination. Ninety per cent tf 
what the citizens have testified about 
had relation to matters over which thero 
was no controversy. For instance, every- 
body concedes that the town was shot 
up; that somebody did it; that these 
people who did it passed through the 
streets and alleys where the shooting 
was done, and that they had guns or 
revolvers or firearms of some sort and 
that one man was killed and another 
wounded. 
The only dispute is as to 


whether the raiders were identified as 
soldiers of the garrison. 
There are two kinds of evidence re- 
lied upon to show the soldiers did it. 
One consists of shells and bullets that 
were secured from the streets and houses 
of Brownsville. The results of a micro- 
scopic inspection. Interpreted, in the light 
of the other testimony of the case, com- 
pletely disposed of this part of the case. 
The only other testimony is that of 
people who claim to have been eye- 
witnesses of the shooting. This consists 
of various people that when they heard 
the firing-, they looked out of th»ir 
windows and houses and down dark 
alleys, where there were no lights, at 
distances varying all the way fmm 30 
feet up to 150 fret, and recognized the 
men who were doing- the firing as ne- 
groes wearing uniforms of United States 
soldiers. 
The officers of the battalion 
have testified generally and specifically 
as to the darkness of the night. By 
specifically, I mean have given specific 
Incidents coming within their personal 
experiences that illustrated how dark the 
night was. According to this testimony, 
in the language of Major Penrose, the 
night was so dark that he could not 
distinguish one of his officers, who were 
all white men, from one of the enlisted 
men, 
who -vrere all colored, at a distance 


of ten feet, nor could he at that distance 
tell anything about how a man was 
dressed. 


All these officer1? hare testified that the 


claims of the citizens who testified that 
they saw the raiders and recognized 
them as soldiers at the distance and 
under the circumstances stated by them, 
are utterly impossible. These officers 
are intelligent, high-minded, honorable 
men. 
At one time when the case was 


only partially investigated they were of 
the opinion, and frankly stated it, that 
their men were guiltv, but the fact only 
strengthens their testimony as thev now 
give it that the testimony of the citizens 
by which thry claim to idfntify th»ir 
soldiers is utterly unreliable', untrust- 
worthj and by them unbelievable 
I do not know whether any more testi- 


mony will he taken nnd of course, do 
not know if any should be tnkon lust 
what it will be. and I cannot. therofni-f, 
with propriety, prrrikt ultimate results, 
but I ha\« no hesitation in sa>ing lh.it 
th" tf\stirnonv takr>n down to this timr- 
utteiU fails, in mv opinion, to show that 
the voldiois or anv of thc-m, hud any- 
thing whatever to do with thf shooting 
up of Brown«-Mhc.

ders of William H. Langdon, district 
attorney, the board of supervisprs 
adopted a resolution declaring Mayor 
Eugene Schmitz temporarily unable to 
perform his official duties, and ap- 
pointing Supervisor James L. Galla- 
gher acting mayor.

ments with the district attorney or 
any one to resign at demand in order 
to make way for a reform mayor 
whose name is yet to be announced. 


Deputy 
District Attorney Heney, 


Rudolph Spreckels and Mr. Langdnn 
and their immediate associates in the 
bribery graft prosecution are by this 
move placed in actual control of the 
municipal situation. That they will 
be allowed to so remain without legal 
contest by the convicted mayor's at- 
torneys is not expected. It is the plan, 
of the prosecution to call for the resig- 
nation in a few days of some of the 
18 supervisors.

At the April meeting of the Tax 


Commission of Ohio, Orwell C. Riddle, 
editor of the Columbus Press-Post and 
a "well-known newspaper man, said i». 
part: 


In discussing taxation it should always 


b* kept in mind that the only legitimate 
purpose q/ a tax is tribute. A tax for 
s-.y other puiw^ is ^t^iilouato or 
punitive, and ought to be abolished. An 
Income tax is the only tax that can be 
applied equitably. 


Under our present system Ohio raises 


funds from direct levy on lands and chat- 
tels, excises, licenses, interest on deposit 
of state funds, all of which are wrong 
In principle and practice. The Nichols 
excise law, Willis and Cole laws and 
Aikin saloon tax are not paid by the per- 
•ons directly assessed, but by patrons. 
Direct and indirect taxes on rmtnufao 
tures and commercial properties become 
items of "cost" and are charged to the 
customer. 


Indirect taxation imposes tlis entire 
burden of furnishing state fund* upon 
the consumers of life's necessities, an in- 
sidious way of piling up the receipts of 
the treasury to be squandered in riotous 
expenditure, graft and loot*. 


The proposed "single tax" would be a 


punitive tax that would lead to rapacious 
land monopoly on the principle of "sur- 
vival of the fittest." 


Local option in taxation is a proposi- 


tion that will defeat itself by simple 
analysis. 


An inheritance tax is a crime against 


the daad and the living committed by the 
state in the guise of law. Its true name 
is statutory stealing. 


Taxes on mortgaged property and on 
the mortgage, special vehicle tax and 
similar imposts are double taxation. Nu- 
merous special taxes are proposed that 
are preposterous. 


In abolishing direct taxes on property 


I would favor abolishing taxes on ail 
kinds of property, tangible and Intangi- 
ble, real and chattel, Industrial and com- 
mercial, and tax the Incomes of all per- 
sons engaged In operating these prop- 
erties. - 


To make an Income tax just and equit- 


able It should be imposed on every per- 
son, male or female, adult or minor, who 
performs services for compensation In 
commercial and industrial pursuits, and 
on the products of agriculture appraised 
at an average market price. 


The farmer could not reasonably object 


to a tax on the fruits of the soil if the 
tax on the soil itself be abolished. 


In 
the Industrial and 
commercial 


branches it is reasonable to believe that 
a larger sum would be obtained by a tax 
on rewards for service, from heads of 
firms and corporations down to the low- 
est paid employe, than Is derived today 
from a tax en physical properties and 
Inadequate methods of trying to reach 
intangible assets. 


The income tax would be a specific 


tax, the full amount of which would be 
known, it would be the entire tax in- 
stead of each individual indirectly bear- 
ing the taxes of the butcher, baker, 
clothier, grocer or any other Institution 
patronized. An Increasing business would 
find its way into the pockets of more 
employes, from whom the state would de- 
rive increased receipts. 
And this tax 


could not be shifted from one to another 
until it is finally met by non-resistants. 


Taxes on street railway, interurban 


and steam railways would be more equit- 
able under an income tax than under the 
present system 
Tax on franchise is ad- 


vocated. Under bur present system fran- 
chises should be taxed. But our "going 
-concerns" are going in a direction for 
Which they were not originally chartered. 
They are going to go out of private own- 
ership into public ownership. 
When 


popularly owned, a tax on franchise, on 
physical property and on capitalization 
will fall together. If such properties 
were producing tribute to the public cof- 
fers under an Income tax, public owner- 
ship would create no taxation perplex- 
ities 
A franchise tax would be an ob- 


stacle in the way of public ownership in 
addition to the obstacles in the present 
tax system. 


Give us an Income tax at a horizontal 
rate. It -w-ere as unjust to lower the rate 
as the income goes up as it would be to 
raise the rate as the income increases. 
There can be no Justice in any gradu- 
ated or sliding scale for an income tax. 
Why should not the man of larger oppor- 
tunity pay in proportion to his opportu- 
nity? Make us all taxpayers through 
the medium of a direct income tax and 
we will all become actively concerned in 
the common welfare. 
"VVe will all be- 


come public-spirited citizens, jealously 
guarding our own rights and interests 
and justly regarding the rights and in- 
terests of others. 


AN OHIO IDEA, 


It seems Ohio has had a finger in the 


making of the Oklahoma constitution, 
which has come about through the in- 
telligent suggestion of Mr. Allen R. 
Foote, commissioner of the Ohio state 
board of commerce. 
Tlie following 


section in the article on revenue and 
taxation was drawn by Mr. Foote: 


"Section 30.—The legislature shall 


require all money collected by taxa- 
tion, or by fees, fines and public 
charges of every kind, to be account- 
ed for by a system of accounting that 
shall be uniform for each class of ac- 
counts, state and local, which shall be 
prescribed and audited by authority of 
the state." 


That is an important provision. It 


brings into relief the public business 
and makes it understandable. A great 
deal of the corruption and 
reckless 


business in the public service results 
from the irregular and 
bunglesome 


way of keeping accounts. 
Uniformity 


encourages care, because mistakes are 
easily discovered and explanations are 
made unnecessary. 
There is a best 


way for accounting, and the 
people 


Should have the- benefit of that best 
•nay; and it is pleasant to note that 
Oklahoma is opening the way to get 
that advantage through the thoughtful- 
ness of an Ohio man.—Editorial: Ohio 
State Journal, May 9, 1907.

But it feeds the understanding 
at the same time that it delights the 
eye for countless thousands of ancient 
and modern works are at your service 
on the asking. 


The departments, all of them, are 


attractive. 
In the Treasury one may 


go, with a competent guide, through 
the vaults where millions of dollars 
are stored and see employes number- 
ing and counting new bills or cutting 
and destroying old ones that 
have 


been redeemed- Here also the Secret 
Service of which so much is said and 
written, has its quarters and its col- 
lection of spurious currency which has 
given its makers hours of toil, a little 
pleasure and years of labor in regula- 
tion uniform. 


A few squares beyond, the Treasury, 


and in the shadow of the monument, 
is the 
Bureau of 
Engraving 
and 


Printing, where all of our currency 
and postage stamps are made. This 
large building is open until 3 o'clock 
each affernoon. 
Near by is the De- 


partment of Agriculture; also Smith- 
sonian Institute, the National Museum 
and the Fish Commission. In each 
building one may spend an hour or a 
day according to his inclinations and 
the time at his disposal. 


In the handsome, large, white build- 


ing across the street from the White 
House, which shelters the State, War 
and Navy departments, there is much 
to be seen including the models of our 
battleships and cruisers; gun mounts 
and carriages; army uniforms; a copy 
of the Declaration of Independence 
nnd 
many 
relies of "Washington, 


Franklin-and other celebrated Amer- 
icans. • The Patent office has its mod- 
els, which delight the inventors, »nd 


the Postoffice Department its museum. 
The Pension office is interesting as 
the place where for years past the in- 
augural balls have been hold. Within 
the same large square is the squatty 
little court house where Guitteau, the 
assassin of President 
Gartield 
was 


tried. On Tenth street, five blocks 
away, is the old Ford's theatre 
in 


which President Lincoln \v;is shot by 
Booth, while across the sm>et is the 
house in which he died, 
now 
filled 


•with Lincoltf relics. These are a few 
of the notable and historic places that 
may be studied with profit. 


If one wishes to see in a very short 


time and read about it afu-i wards, the 
"Seeing 
Washington" 
au'omobiles, 


and there are many, will accommo- 
date him at a dollar a nip. These 
automobiles run through thp princi- 
pal streets and conductors, with mega-
